ENROUTE TO DENVER 
WITH DEWEY, (/P) — Governor 
Thomas'E. Dewey told a cheering 
crowd at Julesburg, Colo., today 
that the chief objective of his 
presidential campaign is to “bring 
unity to the American people.” 

Dewey, traveling toward Den- 
ver and a second major cam- 
paign speech tonight, drew a 
laugh when he accidentally said 
“IT am glad to be back in Den- 
ver.” He corrected this quickly, 
however, to observe that Jules- 
burg people had given him a 
large majority in the 1944 cam- 
paign. 

“My objective is to bring a 
new sense of unity to the Ameri- 
can people,” Dewey said. “It will 
be my hope to see that division 
among our people comes to an 
end and that neighbor is not set 
against neighbor and group 
against group. 


“I hope to bring to Washing- | 


ton a new high sense of idealism 
of the unity of the American 
people.” 

To accomplish this, Dewey said 
that if he is elected he will pick 
cabinet officers ‘‘who understand 
people’ and who .are competent 
to carry out this job.” 

When the Dewey special stop- 
ped at North Platte, Neb., earlier 
about 150 persons lined the rail- 
road tracks and waited in vain 
for the candidate’s appearance. 
Dewey's aides previously an- 
nounced that he would not speak 
there.
